Dear Fr. Alonso, 
May your new year be heavily laden with every grace from Heaven. 


The Fr. Provincial of the Claretian Portuguese Province has written a 
letter to Fr. Aloysius asking either complete incorporation of our group into 
the Portuguese Province or to be on our own as a separate entity. Fr. Aloysius 
sent Joseph Langford and Charles Carpenter, as his representatives, to interview 
the Fr. Provincial in Lisbon. Joseph and Charles were very prudent with the 
Fr. Provincial in their discussion with him, avoiding saying anything against 
the Province and about the liberal ways that are already creeping into the 
seminaries all over Fátima. Fr. Provincial stated again what he had written 
in his letter--that he would like us to be incorporated into the Province, or 
to have our separate entity. 


Our group of ten for Perpetual Adoration do not feel like joining the 
Portuguese. The Americans do not find in the:Portuguesésseminarians the ideals 
the Americans have for which they came to Fatima. The Americans are quite 
disappointed with the mediocrity and liberal ways of the present seminaries 
all over Fatima. The American group feels more than ever like going а11 the 
way in the holy and high ideals we have. We are highly considered, because of 
the mercy of God, by all the people in Fátima unanimously, though we do not 
deserve it. And the two Bishops of Leiria count on us on the 13th of each 
month to help as altar boys and to carry the Blessed Mother and to be on the 
side of the Bishop while the Bishop is blessing the sick with the monstrance. 


Father, we—ten, since Fr. Aloysius is still sick, he is asking us to write 
this letter to you. Fr. Provincial wants ап answer as soon аз possible. But 
first, Fr. Aloysius wants to speak with you. When you come back from Madrid, 
let us know, because we must see you as soon as possible. Fr. Aloysius is 
somewhat afraid that when the Fr. Provincial receives the answer that the 
American group wishes to be on their own and not join the Portuguese Province, 
Fr. Provincial might react strongly against us, and then go to the Bishop of 
Leiria end prevail on him to dissolve us and force us to leave Portugal. 

Fr. Áloysius counts on you, Fr. Alonso, to Speak as soon as you can, to the 
Bishop of Leiria about our precarious and difficult situation, and to defend us 
and secure our staying in Fatima. In this manner, if and when Fr. Provincial 
goes to the Bishop about our decision, the Bishop will already know what to do. 


Now, we have something more to tell you, Father. We are expecting, at the 
beginning of next month, a millionaire from San Diego, California, and we are 
going to ask him to pay, not only for our house in Fátima, but aiso for Pontevedra, 
so that all your plans in Pontevedra be realized fully, through the help of this 
millionaire. бо, do prepare your plans for Pontevedra, because we Americnas are 
going to back you completely, financially and otherwise. 


We count on your fervent prayers. Не are praying for you and we love 
you immensely. You might be the instrument to help bring a new congregation 
into its being in the Church, in the present day and age, through us Americans.

Most Reverend and dear Father in Corde Matris: 


Very happy to greet and have Your Reverence on your visitation to the 
Claretian Province of Portugal. Not only I greet you, but my ten American 
Seminarians, now novices. The ten of them are very happy and highly 
regarded by all the people in Fatima. His Excellency, the Bishop of Leiria, 
Ordinary of Fatima, and his Auxiliary Bishop, and the Bishop of Lamego, have 
shown their great appreciation, admiration and esteem for them, in the short 
time that this American group has been here. 


Your Reverence, Fr. General, most prudently and discreetly, stated every 
time I spoke to you about bringing these young men to Fatima, in your 
General Visitation to Los Angeles in May, last year, that you were not 
contrary to my plans, but all depended on the Fr. Provincial of Portugal, 
with whom I was supposed to remain in contact. I arranged with Fr. 
Provincial of Portugal the coming of this group of Americans into this 
Claretian Portuguese Province. From the very beginning I always insisted 
that our group, in joining the Province, should have, at the same time, 
autonomy or enough freedom to engage themselves in their Specific four-fold 
aims, as explained in the letters that I sent to our General Curia in Rome 
and to our Provincial Curia in Lisbon. We have entertained consistently this 
idea of autonomy right along. 


In August last year, I sent two of my American group, Joseph Langford and 
Charles Carpenter, to Portugal to obtain permission from Fr. Provincial for 
their coming in October. All these propositions on autonomy were presented 
to the Fr. Provincial, and he raised no objections. On the contrary, he was 
most solicitous. 


In October, last year, the Provincial Visitation took place in Fatima. At that 
time I explained again to my Fr. Provincial about this autonomy and I didn't 
find any objection on his part. I spoke to him about getting our own house and 
grounds, He told me to be moderate in our purchasings because the Bishop was 
already somewhat disgusted with other religious orders for being too greedy in 
purchasing property. Fr. Provincial, of his own accord, told me to open a bank 
account for our group, which I did; where I keep the money from our 
benefactors in America, who have been defraying all our expenses. I gave 
$18,050.55 to our Portuguese Province for the room and board of our American 
group, and to pay for their trip back, in case any of these young Americans 
would feel like going back to America. During the Provincial Visitation also, 
I recorded our plans on a questionnaire that the local government of our 
Claretian Seminary, or rather Novitiate, submitted to me.

His Excellency, the Bishop of Leiria, informing him that we came here with 
double intentions. I went to see His Excellency the Bishop in Leiria, on 
Sunday the 23° of January, for the approval of the Sisters that I intend 
to bring from America. And I found His Excellency was quite grieved with me 
because someone told him we wanted separation, or that I, with the ten 
Americans, came to this Diocese under false premises. And the Bishop did 
not say that this information came from any Claretian, but it certainly did 
not come from Heaven, such a lie! I answered the Bishop that we had come to 
join this Claretian Province, but not to be blended into the Province. Then 
I added that our ten Americans have been very disillusioned with the 
liberal ways with which priests and seminarians are 
infested, even in Fatima. It certainly has been a constant shock to my 
group to witness, on one hand, the deep, sincere Spirituality in the people 
of Portugal who come to Fatima, and, on the other hand, the liberal ways of 
priests and seminarians here who, most of the time, hide their identity 
under secular, and even worldly, garb. All my companions came with the 
highest ideals, thinking to find their own comrades, the seminarians, and 
much more the priests, in the best of fervor and enthusiasm to carry on the 
message of Our Blessed Mother in Fatima, and they feel so utterly 
disappointed. 


The Very Reverend Fr. de Freitas Alves came to see me on the 26% of 
January. My heart was so heavy that I couldn't help but tell him point 
blank what took place between His Excellency, the Bishop of Leiria, and 
myself, in his palace in Leiria on the previous Sunday. I told Fr. 
Provincial that some Claretian had his hand in it. I was very emphatic, 
because I was extremely hurt. He tried to evade what I was saying. I told 
him that it was unfair that, without informing me about the matter, to go 
to the Bishop with this inexactitude, so harmful to our cause. He blamed 
the two American young men I sent to speak with him, that they had said 
they wanted separation. Then I knew that it was Fr. Provincial himself who 
sent to the Bishop. I asked the two young men if they had given Fr. 
Provincial the impression, in their meeting with him, that they wanted 
separation. Both of them unanimously denied, saying that they had told Fr. 
Provincial that they would leave any decision up to me, because they didn't 
have the authority to make any decisions. I added also to Fr. Provincial 
how my group was in great danger of being dismissed from the Diocese 
because of the false information the Bishop had received. I pleaded Fr. 
Provincial that the one who went to the Bishop with this false information 
Should go back to the Bishop in true humility to retract it -- that we 
needed this retraction. And the one that had the unfairness of informing 
the Bishop this way should be the one to go back humbly to the bishop and 
retract it, because I felt that it was worse than a mortal sin, and truly 
So, because of the disastrous consequences involved against my ten 
Americans. I added then to Fr. Provincial that our group was not willing to 
blend completely with his group, first, because he promised us repeatedly 
autonomy for our aims that now he was suddenly taking away from us. And 
Second, because of what I stated about the liberal ways. And third, because 
our group has been mocked by the Portuguese novices, calling "fanatics" to 
the Americans for wearing the Holy Rosary. Since Father Provincial demanded 
the blending with the Portuguese completely, or separation of our group, 
but no middle way as autonomy which was claimed and approved from the 
beginning up to this time, I told him that blending completely, in the 
present sad condition, was morally impossible. So now, for the first time, 
I told him that separation would be the only way. First, because Fr. 
Provincial was inconsistent in his promises for our autonomy. Second 
because I have to safe-guard the fervor and the high ideals of the 
Americans because, if they continue with our Portuguese novices, under the

Letter Number 27 


(The following is a letter which Fr. Aloysius Ellacuria, 
CMF wrote to his Reverend Father General, Anthony 
Leghisa , C.M.F. in response to problems that deveolped 
in the Claretian Novitiate in Fatima. We quote this letter in 
its entirety as it was written from the Casa where he was 
recovering from a heart attack.) 

Most Reverend and dear Father in Corde Matris: Very 
happy to greet and have Your Reverence on your visitation 
to the Claretian Province of Portugal. Not only I greet you, 
but my ten American Seminarians, now novices. The ten of 
them are very happy and highly regarded by all the people 
in Fatima. His Excellency, the Bishop of Leiria, Ordinary of 
Fatima, and his Auxiliary Bishop, and the Bishop of 
Lamego, have shown their great appreciation, admiration 
and esteem for them, in the short time that this American 
group has been here. 

Your Reverence, Fr. General most prudently and 
discreetly, stated every time I spoke to you about bringing 
these young men to Fatima, in your General Visitation to 
Los Angeles in May, last year, that you were not contrary 
to my plans, but all depended on the Fr. Provincial of 
Portugal, with whom I was supposed to remain in contact. 
I arranged with Fr. Provincial of Portugal the coming of 
this group of Americans into this Claretian Portuguese 
Province. From the very beginning 1 always insisted that 
our group, in joining the Province, should have, at the same 
time, autonomy or enough freedom to engage themselves 
in their specific four-fold aims, as explained in the letters 
that I sent to our General Curia in Rome and to our 
Provincial Curia in Lisbon. We have entertained 
consistently this idea of autonomy right along. 

In August last year, I sent two of my American group, 
Joseph Langford and Charles Carpenter, to Portugal to 
obtain permission from Fr. Provincial for their coming in 
October. All these propositions on autonomy were 
presented to the Fr. Provincial, and he raised no objections. 
On the contrary, he was most solicitous. 

In October, last year, the Provincial Visitation took place in 
Fatima. At that time I explained again to my Fr. Provincial 
about this autonomy and I didn't find any objection on his 
part. I spoke to him about getting our own house and 
grounds. He told me to be moderate in our purchasings 
because the Bishop was already somewhat disgusted with 
other religious orders for being too greedy in purchasing 
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property. Fr. Provincial, of his own accord, told me 
to open a bank account for our group, which I did; 
where 1 keep the money from our benefactors in 
America, who have been defraying all our expenses. 
I gave $18,050.55 to our Portuguese Province for 
the room and board of our American group, and to 
pay for their trip back, in case any of these young 
Americans would feel like going back to America. 
During the Provincial Visitation also, I recorded our 
plans on a questionnaire that the local government of 
our Claretian Seminary, or rather Novitiate, 
submitted to me. I signed it on the 19th of October. 
Fr. Provincial read it. I didn't receive any objections 
to my statements. Here I transcribe part of that 
information: 

"Let it be clear to all that we wish to be a part of this 
Portuguese Province, and therefore, submitted to the 
authority of the Portuguese Provincial, but with 
certain autonomy because of our semi-contemplative 
way of life of Perpetual Adoration of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament and Perpetual Veneration of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary. We request that this 
autonomy be consistent and perpetual, and that the 
agreements made now between Fr. Joao de Freitas 
Alves, C.M.F., and Fr. Aloysius Ellacuria, C.M.F., be 
respected Бу every forthcoming Portuguese 
Provincial over the years. 

"As we say in English, ‘beggars are not choosers.' 
But first, it is my wish that these Claretians of 
Perpetual Adoration may have eventually in Fatima 
their own house and grounds, built at no expense to 
the Province with money coming from outside of 
Portugal. I like to purchase immediately the grounds 
for this building since prices are constantly going up 
in Fatima, more than anywhere else in the world . As 
stated, these grounds will be purchased by donations 
given to me by Claretian benefactors in the United 
States." 

These plans for autonomy have always been agreed 
upon by Fr. Provincial and myself, especially during 
his Canonical visitation of last October, as I stated 
above, from a document written during that 
Visitation. But lately, Fr. Provincial, on his own 
accord, has changed these plans with his consultors, 


without my knowing anything beforehand about it; taking 
away the autonomy from us and asking perfect integration 
of the American and Portuguese novices. I state time and 
again that we came into the Province, but with the 
autonomy he promised us, first to my two vocations who 
visited Fr. Provincial in August, and then again in his 
Provinclal Visitation in October. This shows great 
inconsistency in the words and promises of Fr. de Freitas 
Alves, C.M.F. I quote his brief letter of January 13, 1972, 
and I am going to make 

comments on it:

Here Father is very unfair, without his telling me anything 
beforehand, demanding this perfect merging between the 
American and Portuguese novices. We entered into the 
Province, but enjoying autonomy, which Fr. Provincial 
does not mention here at all. Everything was going nice 
and smooth, up to the receipt of the letter, that I just 
mentioned, from Fr. Provincial on January 13th. On the 
7th of December, our ten yourig Americans were invested 
with the holy habit by His Excellence Joao Pereira 
Venancio, Bishop of Leiria, the Ordinary of Fatima. He 
congratulated us because this new branch was born within 
the tree of our Claretian Congregation, and he added, 
quoting, his predecessor, Bishop Don Jose Alves Correia 
da Silva, "Any work of God that begins in Fatima will 
triumph," wishing his best to this new branch of the 
Claretian tree. Soon after, on December 11th, I got sick, 
and I have been sick since, under the supervision of three 
doctors. I am grateful to God because I am better. On 
January 13th, I received the already mentioned 
communication from our Very Reverend Fr. Provincial. 1 
enclose here his letter; a letter that I show you, and also I 
would like to show it later to the Bishop of Геша. Since 1 
was sick in bed, the best thing I could do was to send two 
of my group on January 17th, Langford and Carpenter, the 
same two whom 1 had sent to him last August from 
America, to speak with him and to listen to the proposals 
that Fr. Provincial mentioned in his letter. Fr. Provincial 
repeated to these two Americans the same thing as in his 
letter of January 13th to me - the ultimatum that we either 
blend into the Province completely, loosing our autonomy, 
or to split from the Province. Since the two young men, 
without my authorization, could not commit themselves to 
the proposals of Fr. Provincial, they told Fr. Provincial 
that they would inform me about it all. Because these two 
young men could not give any definite answer either way, 
and at the same time they were disappointed because the

Then the only remaining way, though very 
regrettable indeed, to my Claretian heart, was that the 
group be separated from the Province, so that this 
American group would remain unhindered in their actual 
fervor of religious commitment. Fr. Provincial agreed on 
granting separation. Fr. Provincial then advised that I 
inform the Bishop of Leiria, under whose immediate 
jurisdiction the group would fall in that moment, by our 
mutual agreement, if the Bishop was willing to accept 
them into his Diocese. The last words of Fr. Provincial 
were of praise and admiration for my American group, 
stating that they were wonderful young men, and that he 
was very pleased with them. 

Now, Most Reverend Fr. General Г want your 
approval and benediction so that I may present myself, in 
good standing, with my petition for the new status for my 
group, to the Bishop of Leiria, asking His Excellency that 
this group be placed immediately under his episcopal 
jurisdiction. I need your signature as an authorization for 


this important petition to His Excellency. This group 
will continue just the same -- being Claretian in spirit, 
loving our Congregation and praying for it, and having 
our Holy Father Founder, Saint Anthony Mary Claret, 
as their great exemplar and patron. It will be one of 
their main aims, besides Perpetual Adoration, to bring 
back, in their own lives, all the virtues, traditions, zeal 
for souls and the ascetical and mystical life of our most 
beloved Father, Saint Anthony Mary Claret. I not only 
hope, but I am sure of it that, with the grace of God, in 
time to come, this group and the ones that will join 
them will make the Claretian name most revered in the 
entire Church; and that this group, after its proper 
growth and expansion, will be again readmitted into the 
Claretian Family as one of the confederate Claretian 
Congregations under the first and main one which 
Your Reverence heads now as a General, in such a 
worthy manner, as the direct successor of Saint 
Anthony Mary Claret. 


I personally, though leading this 
group, wish to be always and only 
C.M.F., and die as such. And my 
greatest desire would have been for this 
group to remain in the Congregation, 
but this letter explains to Your 
Reverence why this is not possible, 
because of the juridical restrictions of 
our Canon Law. Commending myself 
and this group to your paternal prayers.

Since Father Provincial demanded 
the blending with the Portuguese completely, or separation of our group, but 
no middle way as autonomy which was claimed and approved from the beginning 
up to this time, I told him that blending completely, in the present sad 
condition, was morally impossible. So now, for the first time, I told him 
that separation would be the only way, First, because Fr. Provincial was 
inconsistent in his promises for our autonomy. Second, because I have to 
safe-guard the fervor and the high ideals of the Americans because, if they 
continue with our Portuguese novices,under the same roof, not all of the 
Americans will be able to withstand the ways of the Portuguese seminarians. 
Thirdly, there is a large list of generous American candidates who wbsbhtoo 
join cur group, and ali this will be stopped if our present American group 
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are forced to join the Portuguese unconditionally, under these lamentable 
circumstances.

to show it later to the Bishop of Leiria, Since I was sick in bed, the best 
thing I could do was to send two of my group on January 17th, Langford and 
Carpenter, the same two whom I had sent to him last August from America, to 
speak with him and to listen to the proposals that Fr. Provincial mentioned in 
his letter. Fr. Provincial repeated to these two Americans the same thing as 
in his letter of January 13th to me--the ultimatum that we either blend into 
the Province completely, loosingqour autonomy, or to split from the Province, 
Since the two young men, without my authorization, could not commit themselves 
to the proposals of Fr. Provincial, they told Fr. Provincial that they would 
inform me about it all. Because these two young men could not give any 
definite answer either way, and at the same time they were disappointed 
because the autonomy was taken away from the group, they said that they would 
notify me about fr. Provincial's proposals, without committing themselves to 
either of his demands. 


Soon after this conference between Fr, Provincial and my two young Americans, 
some Claretian, either Fr, Provincial or someone in his name, went to 
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are forced to join the Portuguese unconditionally, under these lamentable 
circumstances, Then the only remaining way, though very regrettable indeed,to 

my Claretian heart, was that the group be separated from the Province, so that 
this American group would remain unhindered in their actual fervor of religious 
commitment, Fr.

Most Reverend and dear Father in Corde Matris: 


Very happy to greet and have Your Reverence on your visitation to the 
Claretian Province of Portugal. Not only I greet you, but my ten American 
Seminarians, now novices. The ten of them are very happy and highly 
regarded by all the people in Fatima. His Excellency, the Bishop of Leiria, 
Ordinary of Fatima, and his Auxiliary Bishop, and the Bishop of Lamego, have 
shown their great appreciation, admiration and esteem for them, in the short 
time that this American group has been here. 


Your Reverence, Fr. General, most prudently and discreetly, stated every 
time I spoke to you about bringing these young men to Fatima, in your 
General Visitation to Los Angeles in May, last year, that you were not 
contrary to my plans, but all depended on the Fr. Provincial of Portugal, 
with whom I was supposed to remain in contact. I arranged with Fr. 
Provincial of Portugal the coming of this group of Americans into this 
Claretian Portuguese Province. From the very beginning Т always insisted 
that our group, in joining the Province, should have, at the same time, 
autonomy or enough freedom to engage themselves in their specific four-fold 
aims, as explained in the letters that I sent to our General Curia in Rome 
and to our Provincial Curia in Lisbon. We have entertained consistently this 
idea of autonomy right along. 


In August last year, I sent two of my American group, Joseph Langford and 
Charles Carpenter, to Portugal to obtain permission from Fr. Provincial for 
their coming in October. All these propositions on autonomy were presented 
to the Fr. Provincial, and he raised no objections. On the contrary, he was 
most solicitous. 


In October, last vear, the Provincial Visitation took place in Fatima. At that 
time I explained again to my Fr. Provincial about this autonomy and I didn't 
find any objection on his part. I spoke to him about getting our own house and 
grounds. He told me to be moderate in our purchasings because the Bishop was 
already somewhat disgusted with other religious orders for being too greedy in 
purchasing property. Fr. Provincial, of his own accord, told me to open a bank 
account for our group, which I did; where I keep the money from our 
benefactors in America, who have been defraying all our expenses. I gave 
$18,050.55 to our Portuguese Province for the room and board of our American 
group, and to pay for their trip back, in case any of these young Americans 
would feel like going back to America. During the Provincial Visitation also, 
I recorded our plans on a questionnaire that the local government of our 
Claretian Seminary, or rather Novitiate, submitted to me. I signed it on the 
19% of October. Fr. Provincial read it. I didn't receive any objections to my 
Statements. Here I transcribe part of that information: 


"Let it be clear to all that we wish to be a part of this Portuguese 
Province, and therefore, submitted to the authority of the Portuguese 
Provincial, but with certain autonomy because of our semi-contemplative 
way of life of Perpetual Adoration of the Most Blessed Sacrament and 
Perpetual Veneration of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. We request that this 
autonomy be consistent and perpetual, and that the agreements made now 
between Fr. Joao de Freitas Alves, C.M.F., and Fr. Aloysius Ellacuria, 
C.M.F., be respected by every forthcoming Portuguese Provincial over the 
years.
